For thirty-five years the Classical High School has been in the hands 
of a great school man. And now that he is, almost unbelievably, leaving 
us, we are beginning to realize what an integral part of the character, 
the achievement, and the prestige of this school he has been. All the 
things of which we have come to be most proud — our school’s reputation 
for scholarship, our Dartmouth plaque, our Harvard trophy, our Junior 
College, distinguished for the record of its students, the magnificent 
achievement of our music department all these things we know full 
well could never have been achieved without the leadership of Dr. Hill.

Letters) on Dr. Hill, ‘graduate of Brown University; near neighbor in 
this valley; prominent leader in secondary education; for thirty-three 
years principal of the Classical High School of Springfield. Amherst 
College, in common with her sister colleges in New England, knows at 
first hand the high quality of your performance. And as a graduate of 
your school of an earlier era, | take pride in my privilege in welcoming 
you into the Amherst fellowship.” 

These are but part of the richly merited honors that have in recent 
years come thick and fast to Dr. Hill. Brown University has presented 
him with a degree of M.A. He has been a recognized leader in the As- 
sociation of New England Colleges and Secondary Schools. He has long 
been active in and has served as the head of the distinguished Head- 
masters’ Society. He is known among the leading educators of the 
East as a profound and inspiring speaker on educational topics. And 
this year, on the fiftieth anniversary of his teaching career, prominent 
schoolmen, headmasters, deans, and college presidents, have been eager 
to pay him tribute in a volume of eloquent personal testimonials. 

Truly Classical High School and the city of Springfield have been 
privileged in his leadership. He has made our school a place where 
first things come first, where teachers have been inspired to teach and 
pupils have been proud to learn, where character and scholarship and 
friendly human relationships go hand in hand. He has learned as an 
educator, to fate and provide for the fact that students and teachers 
vary in their abilities, but at the same time he has striven to keep alive 
in each, according to his capacity, the flame of aspiration. Here, indeed, 
has been a great educator. When comes there such another?

THE RECORDER—OLD AND NEW 

For many years the production of a publication called the Recorder has been an activity of the English 
department. A year before Springfield’s famous blizzard of ’88, the first Recorder appeared. <A four page 
sheet which opened into eight pages about half the size of today’s paper, it had fine print, but no cuts, 
headlines or ads. In the middle 1890’s a magazine format was introduced. Through the years amaga- 
zine form, published about once a month, was continued. In 1915, due in large part to the efforts of Leland 
Smith and Schuyler Van Sickle, then students at Classical, a weekly paper called the Central News was 
issued. <A larger paper, The Central Recorder, followed in 1923. In the 1930’s this became more of a news- 
paper in style. Miultilith copies appeared frequently from 1941 until 1943 when the present paper began 
to be printed. 

Today’s Recorder is a far cry from the first copy of nearly sixty years ago. Clear type, five columns 
instead of three, larger size, including six pages, modeled upon modern newspapers, it is the organ through 
which the students reflect their activities, express their opinions, and employ their creative talents in writ- 
ing and illustrating.

THE TELESGORS 


Classical High School is fortunate in hav- 
ing a regular observatory with revolving 
dome on the roof of the building. Here is 
housed a six inch aperture refracting tele- 
scope which is about six feet in length and 
is equatorially mounted. The lens was 
ground by Alvan Clark, famous maker of the 
great glass for the Lick telescope. 


The telescope is used by astronomy stu- 
dents on clear nights. They gather to ob- 
serve various phases of the moon when the 
craters, seas, and mountain ranges may be 
studied. This spring in the early evenings 
the crescent phase of Venus has been es- 
pecially interesting and Jupiter and Saturn 
have been observed. Some years ago the 
polar cap of the planet Mars was detected 
at a favorable opposition by an observer at 
the telescope. Sunspots have been pro- 
jected, counted, and studied. 
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THE SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 


In the astronomy work pupils become familiar with the solar system, the motions of the heavenly bodies, 
and some of the physical laws of the universe. They use terrestial and celestial globes, a skeleton sphere, a 
revolving model of the seasons, maps, and charts to aid in clarifying their discussions and observations. 


Students of meteorology make daily observations at their weather station. They read the hygrometer, 
barometer, thermometer , sling psy chrometer, and interpret cloud and sky conditions. They make rec- 
ordings of these Bbseraations which are placed on a station model. This is then compared with the 
official United States weather map oa a forecast for the next day is made

IN THE 
PHYSIOGRAPHY LABORATORY 


Relief and contour models are part of the 
working equipment in the study of physiog- 
raphy. Rivers and valleys, plains and plat- 
eaus, deserts and mountains, volcanoes and 
glaciers become familiar. Since the Connec- 
ticut Valley furnishes a wealth of geological 
history, local conditions, rock, glacial, and 
river formations are included in the study, 
Topographical maps illustrating the various 
earth conditions in the entire country are 
studied in detail. On maps of the Connecticut 
Valley students locate formations of drum- 
Ins, kettle holes, ox bows, water gaps, terr- 
aces dinosaur tracks, and post glacial lakes. 


TEAMWORK IN THE 
CHEMICAL LABORATORY 


The picture at the right shows a group of 
chemistry students preparing and _investi- 
gating the properties of the element oxygen. 
This is one of many experiments and dem- 
onstrations performed in chemistry to illus- 
trate fundamental principles and applications. 
We live in a world of chemical changes. An 
elementary knowledge of this subject is 
therefore important for an understanding of 
the chemical ideas one must constantly 
meet. The oft heard radio commercial 
“Better Things for Better Living Through 
Chemistry” has a real import. 


PARTNER IN. THE

The boys shown in the picture at the left 
are verifying a very important principle of 
physics which has to do with the loss of 
weight of submerged bodies. Such a principle 
applies to the design and operation of sub- 
marines. Besides these individual laboratory 
experiments, pupils are shown lecture table 
demonstrations, and pictures on the screen. 
Physics is the basic science for many pro- 
fessions and industries. Girls and boys study 
Heat, Light, Sound, Mechanics, and Elec- 
tricity. Pupils who have taken this work 
should have a better understanding of the 
marvelous world of Science about them and 
because of this live richer, broader lives. 


THE SCIENCE DEPARTMENT 


The physiology course at Classical is open to girls in the eleventh and twelfth grades who have successfully 
completed a year’s work in biology. The chief aim of the course is to provide an understanding and de- 
velop an appreciation of the structure and functions of the human body and their relationship to hygienic 
living and physical well-being. The course is designed to furnish a valuable background for girls who 
plan to enter the fields of nursing, medicine, laboratory technique, social service, and home-making. The 
girls in the picture are examining a full size model of the human body. 


This picture illustrates one of the many activities which are a part of the instruction in biology. The 
course is open to everyone in Classical High School. Pupils who take it are given a survey of plants and 
animals that should foster a greater appreciation of life in its many forms. They should be impressed 
with the importance of conserving our natural resources. Pupils gain a general idea of the structure and 
normal functioning of the human body which should lead to wise personal health habits and intelligent 
attitudes toward public health measures.

Freedom of Education 


After victory, the four freedoms have been promised to every- 
one in the Axis countries as well as in the United Nations. In order 
to insure the perpetuation of these ideals, there is need of a fifth one 
... Freedom of Education. Under the heel of the Nazi regime, 
young Germans were taught only what the State deemed necessary 
for their distorted education. In a totalitarian land, a child has no 
thoughts of his own because he is not trained to think for himself, 
but is instructed to know only the warped ideas of his teachers, who 
in turn must use only the textbooks approved by the higher leaders. 
In Germany, children have been subjected to three main ideas: 
unquestioning obedience to superiors, the glory of war, and intense 
hatred for all except the “pure Aryan’. If we want to have a last- 
ing peace, these youngsters must learn to do their own thinking, so 
that they may recognize another Hitler; they must see the wasteful 
folly and misery of battle and must learn the value of peaceful arbi- 
tration; and they must be taught tolerance of all peoples on earth. 
To have tolerance, we must have knowledge, for we are intolerable 
only of what we fear, and fear comes from ignorance, Tyranny, 
dictatorship, and suppression of the rights of life, must be forever 
trampled from their thoughts. This cannot be put aside for long, 
but should be begun as soon as victory is ours. If we do not start 
to educate these children immediately, twenty-five years from now 
Germany will be fertile ground for the sowing of new seeds of Naziism. 
Into the minds of those boys and girls now being liberated in Europe 
must be instilled the rights to their freedom of education. In the 
minds of older people, there is too much hatred and fear of former 
leaders, but the fresh unmolded thoughts of a child are open to both 
right and-wrong. Since we have the opportunity of directing them 
into the proper course, it is our duty as a civilized nation to teach 
these children why the democratic way is a better way to live. We 
can open the minds of all the people and forever free them from the 
chaotic abyss of misery caused by ignorance, only if the Light of 
Fducation radiates hope to every heart.

Known as 
“Linc’’ to his many friends, he possessed a keen school 
spirit. His love for athletics, especially football, was 
outstanding. He was an excellent tennis player and 
enjoyed all sports. Linc knew the history and records 
of baseball and football many years back. Whenever 
a disagreement arose concerning these sports, whether 
it be a ruling or a matter of record, Linc’s decision on 
the matter was always accepted as final and correct. 

Though physicially unable to compete on the foot- 
ball field, he wanted to be as near to the team as pos- 
sible, so he became a manager. As manager Linc 
won more than a letter. He won the admiration and 


difficult job, for it requires keeping track of all equip- 
ment, taking attendance at practice, carrying water to 
the players during time-outs, and countless other 
tedious, but important tasks. Line was fully equal 
to his job and proved himself to be a tireless and re- 
liable worker. He was a friend of every player and 
the first on the field whenever one was injured. 

Three days after Lincoln’s death Classical upset a 
powerful Trade team which was the players’ way of 
showing their devotion to their departed manager. 
From this they went on to win the Little Three Cham- 
pionship as further tribute to him.

Originally composed of boys only, 
the Welfare Board was formed in 1924. Later girls 
were eligible for membership. For many years the 
Welfare Board under Mrs. Buzzell’s supervision served 
the school faithfully. Among its accomplishments was 
the securing of employment for students, both full time 
jobs and part time, especially at Christmas. ‘‘Penny 
Days,” flower sales and teas were conducted by the 
Board as a part of its activities. With the money 
gathered from these affairs, medical, dental, and op- 
tical care was secured for those financially unable to 
obtain it. The greater part of the fund was used for 
lunches, carfare, and clothing for needy pupils. Mrs. 
Buzzell’s name will always be associated with the 
Welfare Board, an organization which served its pur- 
pose and brought joy and good health to deserving 
people. 


More than one of “‘her’’ boys, as she likes to speak of 
them, will receive an unexpected package this Christ- 
mas from her. ‘I am going to send gifts to some of 
the boys overseas who might be forgotten by other 
friends,’’ she stated recently. Every day the pile of 
V-Mail, Air Mail, and other letters bearing foreign 
postmarks grows larger on her desk, attesting the es- 
teem with which her boys regard her. They are al- 
ways assured of a prompt reply from Buzzy. 


Those who come in contact with her are always 
impressed by her sense of humor. When a group has 
gathered in her tiny office, there is often the sound of 
merry laughter brought about by some anecdote of 
which she seems to have an endless number. Her life 
has been a ceaseless attempt to brighten the lives of 
others. She often finds time to visit sick pupils and 
never fails to cheer them. 


A lover of dogs, and, we hear, an excellent cook, she 
also enjoys a game of contract. She is particularly 
fond of motor trips and likes the out-of-doors. 


In November, when Buzzy left our school, she went 
with the certain and satisfying knowledge that her 
twenty-four years of service for others would not be 
forgotten by them. Wherever Buzzy may be, her 
many friends will seek her out.

And 
what was our amazement when we reached Lima, 
Peru to find Sheldon Goldberg the topic of conversa- 
tion. He had been imprisoned for undermining 
civilian morale by trying to get the natives to raise 
string beans, and he was now engaged in shelling his 
9,874th bushel of lima beans. (His sentence was 
10,000). Elfrida Bettes, the American consul, was so 
glad to see us that she decided to hold an alumni 
party. As the DAILY LIMA BEAN later reported, 
“The party was a howling success.’ Entertainment 
was provided by the ‘Tantalizing Trio’? — Elinore 
Daley, Marjorie Bryan and Barbara Murphy, who 
were in South America on a special tour with Elinore 
Rollins, assisting artist. Back at our hotel we found 
a Namroputsogram from Stuporman. While whizz- 
ing over the south side of Chicago he thought he had 
caught a whiff of the Classical lunchroom, but on fur- 
ther inspection he was mistaken. We sent a telegram 
of condolence and set out on a very dangerous lap of 
our journey — by super-charged mosquitoes, espe- 
cially trained by Carlton Cook, over the wild jungles 
of Brazil. We made it with very few mishaps except 
when Janet dropped her hankie to a tall, good-looking 
— who on further inspection proved to be a civilized 
gorilla.

In Rio De Janeiro we decided to do the hot spots.

And a few leagues on, 
we saw a truly remarkable sight — an oblong islaad, 
inhabitated solely by aboriginal natives — including 
Dick McMahon and Doug Cummings.

With him in a 
small rowboat was the famous Russian professor, Stan- 
lioff Chizitsky, looking for a species of snail called 
Morbidsen Sovhumor which he believes causes fallen 
arches. I'll keep looking. 

From Dakar we hopped the 10:25 safari bound for 
Cairo, led by an able guide, Doug Habel. We made 
it in 12 hours on his jet-propelled camels, but we 
nearly lost Dick at the Pialett coaling station, manned 
by Caroline Rowlett and Beth Piatt, who are living in 
seclusion until Ollie Patrell gets out of the Navy. It 
is rumored that Louise Cowles is going to join them 
to make it Copialett. Prompted by the strains of the 
song, we all halted at Trinidad for a glass of rum and 
coco-cola at Duffy’s Drive-in. We had to tip Mary 
Duquette, Drive-in Dilly, an extra nickel because of 
the trouble she had reaching the glasses up to Marge 
and Janet who refused to dismount.

From India we traveled to Tibet via elephants, 
Bill had trouble with his mount because his long black 
beard kept tickling the poor animal's sensitive ears.

We passed over Belgium and 
saw a huge straw hat, camoflaging Elizabeth Kaps 
and her capacious farm. She cultivates three square 
feet — one besides her own. In Holland our first stop 
was the renowned Rubin Reversible Windmill.

Through the turbulence of the past four years, young Americans 
of every race and creed, unified by the common danger, have fought 
side by side for their country. Yankee, Italian, German, Negro, 
Chinese, and Jew have advanced unbroken to meet the foe. As in 
all the crises of our nation’s history, her Youth has risen to defend 
her: its heroic devotion has made our nation invincible in battle. 
Yet there is a patriotism of peace as well as a heroism of war, and its 
only opportunity for display is through good citizenship. What is 
good citizenship? It is the willingness to co-ordinate our own de- 
vices and desires with the general interests of society; to co-operate 
with our neighbors and fellow-citizens in accomplishing every measure 
which will assure the highest benefit to the community.

Prejudices grow and become a part of him 
as he becomes aware of and shares the hates and prejudices of his 
elders. The sad fact is that we are being educated for intolerance, 
for misunderstanding, for hate, and ultimately for war. Why not 
education for tolerance, understanding, love and peace? It is this 
sort of education that far-sighted educators like the authors of our 
own ‘Springfield Plan’’ seek to foster. It is part of this “plan” 
that pupils should be taught to revere and respect their own native 
traditions, and with the help of teachers investigate the backgrounds 
and customs of others. They would be shown what each group 
has contributed to our great nation, and at the same time taught 
that all are Americans, with equal duties, rights, and privileges. 
Many Americans have shown themselves able to shake off the hates 
and prejudices of the Old World, and have united with their fellows 
in war and peace alike. If all can be made to believe that they are 
no more and no less Americans than anyone else, that the heritage 
of each and every people who have called America home is theirs, 
that all are equal under the laws of the republic, then, and then only, 
will America present a united front against world intolerance.

As they become fa- 
miliar with the customs, religions and geography of 
other countries, the strangeness of these foreign places 
dissolves and they are no longer foreign. A study ~ 
of the problems of other nations breeds sympathetic 
understanding. An appreciation of accomplishments in 
the fields of music, art, literature, science and medicine 
breeds respect and admiration, and ultimately friend- 
ship and genuine brotherhood. The task of education 
for peace, with its lasting and profound effects may be 
started in schools. Does all this sound familiar to 
you? It should, because it is exactly what is being 
done in our own schools under the Springfield Plan!
